clusive the fact that some minutes after 
tho explosion a man rushed to tho side 
and threw a coat into a small boat, aud 
then disappeared and never was seen after- 
ward, and that the coat would flt Bu,U a 
large man. and that it boro his initials 
Ihe court held that the man might bo other 
than Ball himself. 


Judge Dennis, acting on tho only tangi- 


ble evidence, decided that the children of 
Hoopes survived their parents, and award- 
ed the fund to their estate.-Baltimore 
American.

Very soon th» beach seemed to swarm 


with moving objects which we could not 
Jet distinguish. A number of long, black 
objects left the shore, and when through 
the breakers they stopped at the Btnall 
craft outside.

It seemed slow work at 
first, but as the canoes were soon all 
luuuched and rushing through the surf it 
presented a busy scene. The sloops were 
now flying to and from us, and n great 
number of negroes were already on board 
at 2 p. m. 


The lookout at the masthead shouted, 


"Sail, ho! uwny to the southward." From 
the deck we could see nothing. A danger 
nilgai was lioisted at once to hurry all 
aboard faster. In a short while we could 
sec from the deck a little black spot. 
Smoke! A cruiser! Another signal, a 
blood red Hag was hoisted informing those 
ashore of tho kind of danger. It possible 
the bustle ashore was increased; our own 
bjiats were lowered u-nd they aided mate- 
rially. The approaching vessel had seen 
us and the volume of smoke increased.

There is a little steamboat on Green 


river, running between Livermore and 
Calhoon, that is little more than an exag- 
gerated canoe, supplied with boiler, engine 
mid a paddle wheel. It is the Alpha, and 
it is engineered by a man who has had a 
great deal to do with the filling In of his- 
tory, the outlines being furnished by otb/- 
crs, his superiors in position, but not nec- 
essarily in ability.

ate States of America. After this he wai 
chief military engineer of railways under 
the Confederate government, a position 
that required a high degree of ability, In- 
finitude of resources and an almost incred- 
ible degree of determination and persever- 
ance.

plished in the way of building, repairing 
and operating railroads that made the 
northern engineers stare with wonder 
when they considered the nature and quan 
tity of the material with 'which the work 
was done and the conditions under which 
it was accomplished. After the war Mr 
Mi uer made a great deal of money in south 
cm railroads, but he went to California 
and lost his entire fortune. He is novf 
more thnn 70 years old, and is at work or 
the little boat trying to eke out a liveli- 
hood by hard and honesc toil.—Owensboro, 
Ky., Messenger.

Extract or Peaa. 


Here is an excellent method for utilizing 


the delicious marrow that lies among the 
fibers of the pea pod and which is sweeter 
and better than the peas themselves which, 
when of the best sorts and at their best, 
lire the first of all vegetables fop fine flavor, 
tenderness, succulence and nntritiousness, 
Save for use all the tender sweet pulp of 
fiber which prevents" their use with the 
seeds in most sorts of peas. Boil the shells 
well in water, to which has been added a 
little carbonate of soda; then strain through 
a cloth, and, after adding some sugar to 
the liquid, boil it down till thick. The ex- 
tract thus obtained will keep for any length 
of time without becoming moldy, and a 
tea.spoonf ul of it added to a bowl of sonp 
gives to it the flavor of fresh green peas, 
besides adding to its material quality.— 
New York Press.

Mr. Jiihn W. Jordan, of Ihe Pennsylvania 


Historical Society, read a paper on "Scraps 
of Bucks before 1750." He spoke of the 
early settlement of the Moravians in 1735, in 
Savannah, Georgia. In 1741 they settled in 
Bethlehem. The original purchase of land 
by the Moravians in Old Bucks was made by 
various agents, and in the organisation of 
new colonies due regard wai paid to their 
settlements. For many years the Moravians 
dealt extensively in Ihe Durham Iron VVork«. 
on the Delaware. 
As parly as 1742 Morav- 


ian evangelists could be found preaching in 
the Nesharalny Uislrlct. 


Mr. Jciidan confined his remarks to the 


period before Northampton was severed from 
Bucks and made a distinct county, and dealt 
mainly wiih the manners, customs and hab- 
its of the early Moravian settlers of the conn- 
ty. 
He brought vividly before his hearers 


the old Moravian Brotherhood of Bethlehem 
and old Father Grocer, with his little three- 
cornered hat and sombre livery of brown. 


GENERAL MOEEAU. 


Shortly after two o'clock the afternoon 


session was opened by the reading of a paper 
by the Kcv. D. K. Turner, of Harlsvllle, on 
General Moreau. He eave many interesting 
reminiscences of the General, who, after his 
enile by the First Napoleon, took up liis res- 
idence at Morrisville, this county, where.he 
said, the subject of his sketch resided from 
180C to 1813. 
General Morean was horn in 


France, August 11,1763. He espoused the 
cause of the people, and had great skill in the 
management of large masies of soldiers, In 
the spring of 1800 he was plaoed at the bead 
of Ihe army of (he Rhine. 
Bonaparte wag 


jealous of Moreau, but he looked down on 
most others as his infetiors. Immediately 
after the battle of Hohenlinden Moreau toot 
measured to follow up his success, and pre. 
vented the Austrlans from combining their 
forces. He was subsequently arrested on the 
charge of an attempt to take the life of the 
Chief Ruler. General Moreau was senten- 
ced to two years imprisonment, but was at 
once pardoned by Napoleon, who advised 
him to eirigrate, General Moreati arrived 
in Philadelphia September 24, 1805, with his 
wife and child, and took up hia residence in 
Morrisville. He returned to Europe in 1813, 
and was welcomed by the enetniee of Napol- 
eon with ereat demonstrations of applause. 
A short time after bis arrival he bad boih 
legs cut off at the battle of Dresden, which 
resulted in bis death.

This was the beginning of 


Bristol, which was incorporated into a town 
in 1720 by letters from the crown. 


''Among the provisions of the charter was 


one for holding two annual fairs, which were 
a great feature of social life of that day and 
were attended by all classes, a mojorlty bent 
on Ifaving a frolic. 
Horse racing, gambling 


arid stealing prevailed at the fairs to an 
alarming extent. The young men in their 
shirt sleeves ca'rne in from the country 'on 
horseback, their sweethearts riding behind 
them, their eoats tied up behind the saddle 
with Iheir thin soled shoes for dancing wrap- 
ped up iu them. 
As was the fashion these 


young country gallants wore two pairs of 
stockings, the inner ones white and the outer 
colored yarn, the tops of the latter turned 
down to show the inner pair. 


"Negro slaves were permilted to attend 


the fairs on the third aud last day, when 
they flocked to the town and held their 
jubilee. 
• 


"After theae fairs had continued three- 


quarters of a century, the people of Bristol 
and vicinity petitioned the Legislature to 
abolish them, on the ground that they were 
useless and unnecessary and promoted liceu- 
tiousnc^s and immorality."

by John Bessonet.

An an- 
cestor of the DC Normandics wae a friend of 
John Calvin and the executor of his will, 
aud another was the confidential agent of 
Frederick the Great. The names of the Bur- 
tons, the Swains, Williuinses, Rushes aud 
Carpenters were all placed before the tiecl- 
ing in their proper places in the history of 
Bristol.

ernor Pcnn, the visits of Lafayette, who, 
wounded at Brandy wine, was nursed at Bris- 
tol ,the mills built by rich settler Carpenle-, 
the passing of Washington in his march to 
victory overCornwallis—all these and many 
more tmbjects were made to redound to the 
glory of the second oldest town in die-State. 


Bristol, General Davis claims, is Ihe birth-

They Endure Mo»t of the Bardnhlps. 


While the Men Get the Credit—.Some. 
thing About Their Unions and Strug- 
gles In New York City. 


Although it seldom happens that great 


long stories of labor troubles are written 
about the fair toilers, they play an- impor- 
tant part and have as many grievances as 
their co-workers of the sterner sex in the 
great army of organized labor. In this 
city the girls and women have shown a 
spirit of union and organization for the 
betterment of their condition that is not 
surpassed even by the men 
unionists. 


They do not make as much fuss about it, 
nor do they hold great mass meetings and 
shout out from the housetops as to what 
they propose to do, blit they go along 
quietly, organize whenever a good op- 
portunity presents itself, hold their little 
meetings in their own quiet, soft sort of 
way, 
present their grievances and have 


their little understandings and misunder- 
standings with their employers, and many 
times nobody knows anything about it but 
themselves. 


In the strike of the knee breeches mak- 


ers, which was recently settled in a victory 
for the strikers, the general public was not 
aware that fully one-half of the strikers 
Were women and girls. 


They work just as hard as the men, and 


harder in many instances, at the very same 
class of work, but they must tie contented 
with smaller wages just because they are 
women. The working women and girls 
have a hard time of it all around, and in 
many instances deserve to belauded and 
nelped along; but man stops in with his 
grievances, and with a voice that drowns 
out everything in the vicinity shouts them

They struck iu sev- 
eral of the big carpet factories in the city a 
year or Iwo ago, aud gave in to the bosses 
as beaten. But this was a clever little ruse 
on their part. They got back to work, the 
non-union girls who were hired in their 
places were discharged, and so sympa- 
thetically and with t,ucu shrewdness did 
they work on the tjuiet to gain their de- 
mands originally asked for that they suc- 
ceeded without letting the bosses know 
what they wero after, and now they are 
working on tlie conditions for which they 
struck, and the bosses feel that they won a 
victory over the jrirls. ThU, orBn.u!zaUon 
has come to the conclusion that it can gain 
its demands without striking.

proof. If the iron is covered with a thin 
coat of boiled linseed oil the oil will soon 
dry and form a covering, which can be 
removed with, turpentine when required 
Varnishes of various kinds have been 
used for the purpose, and while they will 
protect the iron from rust they are difficult 
to remove and will show any scratches. A 
cheap Tarnish can be made by adding six 
ounces of resin to one gallon of gasoline, 
and by scraping up a small quantity of 
parafline and adding to the above the var- 
nish will have more body.—Metal Worker.
